PEOPLE'S BANKS IN GERMANY. 


The Success of the System of "Jlesls- 


tcrcd Credit AnnoclationH." 


[London Times.] 


Tho formation in Germany of registered 


credit associations, or people's banks, has 
proved to b9 a groat success, and from a. very 
unpretending commencement a mostprosper- 
ous systoux has been developed. 


The especial objects of thesa association 


are to civo advances and credit; to acquire 
raw materials and to open storos; to manu- 
facture and. to Bell, commodities; Co produce 
tho necessities of llfo and of production 
wholosalo, and to sell them in rotail; to 
build dwellings for their members, and to 
cultivate land. An original capital is firsS 
formed by those who doslro to institute an 
association by means of subscribing for 
hares. Those, although icmainingtho prop- 
erty of thoso who subscribed for them cannot 
be withdrawn during membership. A re- 
serve fund is also formed to preserve tho 
share-capital intact in case of losses. 


Members of each association being liable 


for tho dobts and obligations contracted by 
it, pooplo who would not think of trusting 
any individual member aro willing to trust 
an association, tho members of which ore ro- 
sponsiblo for each other. Thus tho man who 
alono could got no credit, it of respectable 
character and antecedents, i admitted a 
member of an association and at onco obtains 
an advance iu proportion 
to his moans. 


Tho« who thus obtain credit bind thomsolves 
to repay tho sum credited to tho association 
with all their property-, jointly and sepa- 
•atoly. Tho formalities of admission to tho 
association are clear and distinct, and aro 
stringently observed; 
otherwise members 


would try to disprove their membership 
whero such procedure would bo to their ad- 
vantage. 


No caiO of bankruptcy occurred among 


these associations in 1S83—a fact 
which 


spisaks for itself. Their crodit is, conse- 
quently, very high, and they can ahvays 
obtain moro money than they can use, so 
much so that they aro continually reducing 
tho rate of interest on deposits. Tho average 
;-ato of interest demanded of borrowers by 
associations In tho yoors 1878 to 185-was 0.57, 
t).S3, 0.1U, 0.99, and 6,20 per emit, respect- 
ively, llany of tho registered associations 
combine in districts for tho bettor safeguard- 
ing of thoir interests. 
Thoso assist one 


another in collecting bills and mutually 
giving credit. Besides thoso combinations ot 
associations thore is tho "general association," 
which, as its name implies, is a combination 
of all the registered associations. Tho gonoral 
association publishes its own newspaper.

Died at OrforaviUe, Wie., on.the 16th 


iost., in the 67th year of his age. He was 
a native of Danville, Vt.,—born at that 
place in 1818. 
In 1834, with his father's 


family, he removed to Orange, Vt., where 
his parents resided the rest ol their days. 
Ths family followed farming, and the 
children received but tho ordidary com- 
mon school education of that region 
Early in life, Daniel Mowe went into the 
worid to seek his own'living and aid bis 
aged parents. In 1842 bo waa iu condi. 
tion to Bettlo in life, and having secured 
a farm was married March 17,1SJ2, to 
Mary Jane Haniblett, of tho same town. 
During bis residence in Orange ho held 
the position of a leading citizen of tho 
town, was prominent among hia official 
trusts and in 1854 represented his town- 
men in the state legislature. 


In 1855 he removed mth hie family 


to Eock connty, Wisconsin, where ho 
settled on a farm that soon after became 
a part of the village of Orfordvi'le. 


In bis new home Mr. Mowe at once as- 


sumed a prominent position. 
In tbo 


building up of a now town he took a very 
active and responsible part. 
In tbo es- 


tablishment of schools, churches, benev- 
olent and othor good enterprises he tonk 
a loading position and with all the might 
of his strong will and active hand ho 
urged improvements forward. 
Ho was 


tho first station agent on the Milwaukee 
road whiob readied there at about the 
time of bis coming, which position he 
hold to the day of his death, 


In 1857 he become a member of lha 


Methodist church of that place, and do- 
voted valuable time and means to the erec- 
tion of the fine church edifice of thatso- 
cioty, that yet adorns the place. la churuh 
as in secular mutters ho worked with all 
his might. His house was tho homo of 
tho ministers; ot bis land he gave lota 
for cbnroh purposes; he subscribed with 
groat liberality in money—was at times 
and most of the time for more than a 
quarter of o century, class loader, doucon, 
trustee, Sunday School Superintendent, 
and in 187G was honored by tho Metho- 
dist ohnroces ot Wisconsin with an ap- 
pointment as ono of the two lay dele- 
gates to the General Conference held at 
Baltimore. 


Aside from these churchly pursuits he 


waa an officor of tho Odd Fellows organ- 
ization of this village, a prominent and 
persistent worker in 
the 
cause 
of 


temperane; was formaay years member 
of the Bock connty board oC supervisors, 
and chairman thereo', by whicn board 
he was selected to superintend tho erec- 
tion of the fino county court hunne at 
Janesville. He was Justice of tho Peace 
for seventeen years and in 1SG5 was call- 
ep by his party to a seat in the Wiscon- 
sin legislature—which position ho tilled 
to t e credit of himself and constituents. 


HIB death was the'closing of a Jong, 


earnest, and busy life—a life in which 
many a hungry one has been fed, roauy a 
naked one clothed, many • an undecided 
and wayward slap turned into tho wajs 
of right and duty. Everfaitbfnl to friends 
—ever lacking for enemies, over mindful 
of the interests of the commuoity in 
which he lived, his death is » public bss 
that will long be felt. 


The funeral was an occasion of public 


sorrow—a gathering at which all come as 
mourners, ab which all folt that tboj 
hod lost one ot tho best of 
earthly 


friends. The funeral t ervicos wero con- 
ducted by five gospel ministers who bad 
been intimate with the deceased for many 
yearb, and preached tho word nt Orford- 
vills Methodist churcn an aggregato of 
ten years. They wore Kcvs. Thomas Pot- 
ter, fl. SewolJ, Samuel Lugg, D. 0. San- 
born and J. S. Eldndge, who, waiving 
tho customary Bercuon, each according to 
bis own experience, boro testimony to 
the good life and earnest Christian labors 
of tbo beloved brother deceased. They 
came as preachers and spoke as mourn- 
ers—spoke of the helpful hand, the never 
failing support, the ever ready contribu- 
tor to tho welfare of the chntch and to 
all about him. Truly it was a day of 
deep'sorrow in the village of Orfordvillo 
—for one had been removed whom they 
dearly loved. He leaves behind the nq_ble 
wife of his early manhood—tho never 
failing help-mate of bis active Hfo—tbeir 
only child, a beloved daughter, having 
been called homo to rest nearly fiye years 
before,.

The causes to whiah this deterioration of

The 
chief causes of the evil would still remain. 
These are the colors of the paper and int. 
White paper and black ink aro raining the 
eyesight o£ al] reading nations. Tho "rays ol 
tbo SUD," says Lord Bacon, "aro reflected by 
a. -whito body, and are absorbed by a black 
one." Jto one dissents from this opinion; 
but despite those indications of nature a'.id 
of philosophy, we print our books aud write 
our letters in direct opposition to the sugges- 
tions ot optical science. 


When wo read a book printed in the exist 


Ing mode, we do' not see the letters, -which, 
being black, are non-refloctive. The shapes 
reach the retina, but these are not received 
by a spontaneous, direct action of that oi'gac, 
Tho whito surface o£ tho paper is roflscted, 
but tho letters are detected only by a dis- 
criminating effort of the optic nerves. This 
effort annoys tho nerves, and, when long 
continued erhausts their susceptibility Tho 
human "eye cannot long sustain tho broad 
glare ot tho whito surfaco without injury.

author of 
"Spanish Vistas," in 


•Harper's 
Magazine, 
says of 
Carta- 


gena that "blind peoplo seem- to bo nu- 
merous there, a. fact which may bo owing 
to the Excessive dazzle of the sunlight and 
tho absence of verdure." .Mr, Seward, iu his 
tour around the world, observed that "in 
Egypt opthalmia is universal," attributing it 
to tho samo "excessive dazzlo" of the Tvido 
areas of white sand; and the British soldiers, 
in the late.campaign in that country, exhib- 
ited symptoms o£ the saraa disease. In tho 
Smithsonian report for 1877 It is stated in a 
paper on "Color Blindness," that "M. Chev- 
ron! produced 14,120 distinguisb'able tints o£ 
tho elementary colors, from which, tho paper 
manufacturers could select colors more agree- 
able to tho eyo than the dazzling '»vhite, 
weakening and lacerating to the nerves o£ 
that delicate organ."
